Atone 
time he wasiu receipt of $20,000 from his church, 
$10. 0% from his newspaper, $20,0.0 from his lec 
turing and $10,000 from marriage fees, literary 
work and his books, making a total of $66,00Ja 
year, Yet Beecher never had any money to spare. 
His household was modest, not expensive; his 
wife was apparently not extravagant; he gave 
nothing that was kuown to charity, and yer he 
was always impecunious. When he wanted to 
help Tilton he gave a mortgage upon his house, 
and now he has sold his house, furniture and 
buildings and gone to live with a married son. 
He told me he did this because the young birds 
had all grown up and flown out of the nest, and 
vet it was a marvel thatiu his old age he should 
leave his comfortable home upon the heights of 
Brooklyn and go into harrow quarters as a 
boarder. He spoke with a sigh and very evident 
regret at the breakingup of his ola house. 
This was strange, but the unfinished story in 
regard tothe farmer, Thomas Tarner, at Peek- 
skill, is still more strange. When Turoer died, 
Mr. Beecher took charge of his papers, and burn- 
eda Jarge number of them, among which, it is 
alleged, were a number of promissory notes. The 
whole thing has aquecr look, and the question 
which agitates newspaper men is where has all 
the money he bas made jn the last quarter of a 
century, amounting to millions, go e to? Per 
haps itis one of those mysteries that no feilow 
can find out, but the curiosity of the natural 
man will prompt him to find out the undiscoy 
ered channe! throus,h which it flows. Looking 
atand talking with Mr. Beecher, who is now 
more spiritually-minded, reverent and large- 
hearted than ever before in his life, the mystery 
only deepens. That there is a mystery connected 
with the man’s life and his daily ex venditure Lo 
onecan doubt. Perhaps when the curtain is 
litted it will increase the charity which the 
worid is begianing to feel for a, great, sorely- 
stricken man.

The center of population, i. e., the center of 
gravity of the peopleof the country—isa point to 
which much interest attaches, The following 
table shows its position and movement since te 
date of the first census:

One of the most striking facts shown by this 
table, says the census superintendent, Ils the 
westward movement of the population. The 
total oscillation in latitude during the past ninety 
years amounts to ouly.1s8 6 minutes, or about 22 
miles, while the change in latitude from its posi- 
tion 1n 1790, to the present time is but 124 min- 
utes, or less than 16 miles. In this period of 
ninety years the total movement westward 
amounts to 457 miles. ‘Ihe ra io between the 
total southward and westward movement is oue 
to twenty-nine The greatest movement west- 
ward was during the decade which wituessed the 
settlement. of the Mississippi valley and the rush 
to California, that between 1550 and 1860. The 
next greatest is the decade just passed. During 
this period the center has moved decidedly south 
ward, nearly counterbalanciag the movement 
northward during the ten years preced ing.

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DISCRIMIN ATIONS 


IN RAILWAY FREIGHTS AND FARE 


Rzhaostively Discussed Prom « Peactical Stand- 
point by Jsba B. Pook. 


Written for The Constitution. 
ARTICLE Il. 


There is another class who complain 
loudly of discriminations and who make 
more noise than all others combined. 

Ifa man who had boughta ticket for a 
voyage upon a certain vessel, afterwards 
came to the conclusion that the vessel was 
unseaworthy and that the voyage would be 
fraught with unusual danger, and for this 
reason so.d his ticket to another party, was 
brought to the bar of public opinion, the 
verdict would be that though he had not 
followed the ggolden rule he had yet done 
nothing more than might be expected from 
average human nature. He was not in fact 
certain that the vessel was unsafe and the 
whole danger might have laid in his imagi- 
nation. But after making sucha eale the 
same man thould be found boring auger 
holes in the vessel below the water iine the 
whole world would denounce bim as having 
exhibited the worst phaseof the basest pas 

sions of mankind. 
Now, a man who sells out his rai'road 
siock because he believes it will be bw 
longer profitable, and then falls to crying 
out extortion and diserimination, and de- 
manding the passage of laws which he must 
know will cripple the operations and cam- 
age the revenues of the railroad whose stock 
he has sold, is just as much better tha: the 
first man alluded to, as the value of j:rop- 
erty is inferior to the value of hunian life. 
Both sell what they deem to be valueless, 
and the possession of which they consider 
as almost certainly entailing joss. Both 
take the very best means at their command 
to insure the disaster to others which they 
feared would overtake themselves. It is 
hard to conceive any motive which 
could induce this course of 
conduct, and we must charitably 
conclude that it is the result of a species of 
lunacy, but it is well to remember that the 
lunatic is none the less dangerous because 
he can neither be held leyally nor morally 
responsible for his actions. 

Lastly, come the politicians, whose mo- 
tives are easily enough understood. There 
is always an ideain the public mind that 
railroad corporations are monopolies, and 
that monopolies aredangerous. Politicians 
seize upon this and declare that the body 
politic isin danger, They are like a doctor 
eager for fees, but without the ability to 
determine what disease a patient has or the 
knowledge of the effects of a single remedy 
in the whole line of medicines. 

The consequence is they have invariably 
declared their patient much sicker than he 
was, and then gave him the wrong medi- 
cine until he wassick in earnest, when they 
have pocketed their fees and turned the 
case over to a doctor who 
could understand it. Georgia was 
fortunate in having a set that were willing 
to take the fees and turn over the case 
without giving ‘the, wrong medicine, and 
the question to be decided now is how sick 
is the patient and what remedy is needed. 

{ do not wish to be understood as denying 
that there may be unjust discriminations 
on the partof railways, nor dol deny that 
where such occur, they should be remedied. 
WhatI dociaim is that there can be no 
veneral rnie which shall alike apply to all 
points and to all railways in the state, ex- 
cept rules of very general application and 
and of such nature that their application 
willdo no good in a case where real dis- 
criminations exist without involving more 
harm to other localities and other railways 
who are innocent of unjust discriminations 

Discriminations, like diseases, must be 
treated in each particular case, and the 
proper remedy applicd to each particular 
case, 

AsI have before remarked the majority 
of discriminatious grow out of railway com 

petition. If there is any in the 
English language we must conclude that it 
was the intention of the constitution of 
Georgia that railway competition should 
not be restricted. It seems to take for 
granted that no legislature would ever pass 
iny Jaw which should restrict competition 
iniess through the influence of corpora- 
tions there might be passed some law which 
would authorize the corporations them- 
selves to do so, and th’s the general assem- 
bly'in set and positive{terms is forbidden to 


fi rce 


[he general assembly of 1578-79 seems to 
have recognized this fact and in the passage 
of the law authorizing the appointment of 
commissioners to regulate rates and to 
prevent unjust discrimination specially 
propipiied such commissiovers from inter 

lering with or attempting to regulate the 
rates “charged by any railroad company in 
‘his state for carrying freight which comes 
goes beyond the boundaries of 
the state, and on which freight less than 
iocal rates on any railroad earrying the 
same are charged bysnch railroad, but such 
railroad companies shall possess the same 
vower and right to charge such rates for car- 
rvingsuch freightsas they possessed before 


from or 


Lhe passage of this act.”’ 

Here is Clearly recognized the fact that so 
faras regards competitive rates on freight 
cofaing into or going out of the state it is 
not practicabie to regulate them by law, but 
that such regulation must be left to thecor 
porations themselves. It may, however, be 
asserted that instead of this part of tbis act 
being a recognition of this fact the proviso 
vas inserted in order to avoid any appear 
ance on the part of the legislature of Georgia 
of attempting to regulate inter-state com- 
merce. It makes but little difference why 
the proviso was inserted. Its being there is 
i recognition of the fact that there were rates 
of freight which the legislature of Georgia 
did not feel called upon under 
the constitution to regulate and 
which they forbid being made a 
‘andard for local rates. Another fact also 

xists that — the non-reguiation 

f rates beyond the limits of the state 
involves alsoa non-reguiation of rates to 
points within the state which are com- 
petitive with points without the limits of 
the state, 

Take for instance Savaanah and Charles- 
ion. There is a large portion of Georgia to 
sbich these cities iu respect to distacce, to 
Paci ity of transportation, to eXisting coni- 
mercial relations are common points, The 
commercial advantages of each are so evenly 
halanced that for many years the absolute 
equality of rates from Atlanta, Macon, 
Athens and Augusta and the territory 
tributary to these points has been un- 
brokenly maintained, 

But if the roads leading to Charleston 
are, both in and out of the state, to be per- 
mitted to make rates to Charleston without 
alfecting their local rates and the roads 
leading to Sayannah are tosufter reductions 
on all their local rates whenever thev 
reduce their competitive rates to 
meet reductions made by roads not 
similarly affected, then‘it is simply a ques 
tion of calcniation how low the roads lead- 
ing to Charleston shail make. their rates in 
o:der to render it unprofitable for roads 
leading to Savannah to compete with them 
Is not this both destroying competition and 
u’justly discriminating against Savannah? 
hs ritecannot be denied that there can be 
n> heavier weight attached to competition 
botween railroads than to make tneir loca! 
rates dependent upon their competitive 
rotes, and the road thus hampered must be 
very careful not to be lured by the hope of 
profit on through business into the loss of 
dyuble the amount of profit through re- 
ductions in local rates, while the road 
which can maintain the integrity of its 
local rates and at the same time keep 
abreast or ahead of its competitions in 
through rates need never hesitate to let 
competition exercise. all its legitimate 
power. Is it not therefore even more 
necessary to the best interests of the 
State that. competition within the 
state should be left free from 
the incubus of local rates than it is that 
competition for business outside of the 
siate should be left untrammelled? 

Again, there are competitive points with- 
in the state which, if the competitive rates 
are made dependent on the local rates, 
must by the operation of that rule become 
non-competitive points. 

Athens has now two lines between At- 
lanta and itself. They are of unequal 
length, and if the longer line is compelled 
to regulate its local rates by the rates be- 
tween Atlantaand Athens, it must with- 
draw in favor of its shorter competition. 
ibe same is true as between Augusta and 
Macon, Albany and Savannah, haes and 
Daleon, and perhaps other points. Is it 
not unjust discrimination to say to the 
people at these points, although you have 
two or more railroads, you shall be de- 
pived of any benefit arising from compe- 
tition betweenthem? Is not this defeating 
competition? Is it not unjust discrimina- 
tion? Is it not in fact against public policy, 
inasmuch as it is a direct and palpabie vio- 
latioa of the rights of communities to enjoy 
the advantsges which bad never before been 
derived and which were understood at the 
time their investments were made in the 
competing roads to be inalienab'e. The 
constitution declares that so far as the leg 
islawure is concerned they shall have no 
power to authorize corporations to violate 
these rights, Is it probable that it was 
intended that the legisla.ure should confer 
upon a commission a power which it was 
forbidden to confer upon the corporations? 
lf the doubtful tenure of a compact be- 
tween railroad corporations is to be consid- 
ered dangerous to the public interest the 
operation of a statuiory enactment that 
must remain in force two years cannot be 
considered as otherwise than injurious to 
the public interest. 

I assert then that no discrimination 
which is the direct result of competition 
between railways can n the 
light of the constitation of Georgia or the 
laws by the general assembly 
to put the provision of the constitution into 
effect, as an unjust discrimination against 
non competitive points, 

And I assert further that this construc 
tion of the constitution and the laws is 

rictly ino with commercial 

and with the principles whieh gov 
mmercial but all the 


him who only a competency. No 
law which had for its purpose the leveling 
of these distinctions ever was enforced No 
system was ever organized with the object 
of putting all mankind on an equality as 
regards the possession or influence of capi 
tal that did not produce anarchy and con- 
fusion, or ever survived’ the ebuilition of 
passion and the enthronement of reason. 
From theday that Abel offered the firat- 
lings of his flock down to the present time 
“respect” has been had for him that was 
the owner of the choicest possessions, and 
no politician ever can, and no statesman 
will ever attempt to prevent it by statutory 
enactment 

It may be urged that there has been dis- 
criminations in favor of ove competitive 
point and against another, and that if it is 


admitted that the competitive rates should 
not be influenced by the loeal rates or vice 
versa, still there shonid be some power to 
reyulate competitive rates as between dif- 
ferent competitive points so as to prevent 
unjust discriminanuon. I doubt whether 
any case of unjast discrimination of this 
character can be established as having oc- 
curred within the last four years, or if it has 
occurred at all, where the remedy has not 
been applied with very littledelay. Wheth- 
er such discrimination does really exist 
however, can only be determined after a 
full investigation of ail the facts bearing 
upon each individual case. There may be 
ye y good reasous why one competitive 
point should have lower rates than another 
even though the first may require the 
longer transportation The presump 

tion is that such reasons do ex- 
ist because railroai managers—as a rule— 
seek to getthe highest rates possible to 
competitive points consistent with the 
maintainance and increase of the volume 
of tonnage. It certainly will not be claim- 
ed that rates which neither reduce the vol- 
ume of business or preventa healthy in- 
crease, are toany harmfal extent, unjustly 
discriminating. Merchants at competitive 
points keep well posted as to rates, not only 
to their own, but to rival trade centers and 
railway oilicials are very soon put upon 
notice when rates operate unjustly. And 
so faras I know yery few of them have 
hesitated to right a wrong where it really 
existed. Notthat every request has been 
complied with, for that has been impossible, 
but that every reasonable adjustment of 
competitive rates has been made where it 
could be shown that injustice was being 
done to any community. The subject has 
certainly been carefully studied and if 
there is now in existence a tariff of non- 
discriminating competitive rates, it is be- 
cause the united talent of the management 
of Georgia railways added to 
that of neariy every other 
southern state has failed to comprehend 
the subject. There has certainly, been in 
the words of Charles Francis Adams, ‘peace 
if not contentment.’”’ To secare the latter 
involves the solution of the problem —how 
to give every town in Georgia a lower 
rate than is enjoyed by any other town,and to 
each man in each town,a lower rate thanany 
other man enjoys. Until this problem is 
brought to a satisfactory solution he who 
expects absolute contentment in regard to 
the rates of railways will be doomed to dis- 
appointment, 

The question of discrimination between 
competitive points is one which concerns 
the communities interested much more 
than it does the railways leading to them 

It is a question not as tothe amount that 
shall be charged, as to whether the rates 
shall be high or low, but as to what the 
relative rates to each point shall be. If the 
rates from a common point to Atlanta 
are $1 25, and to Augusta are $1, 
and it is clainied that these rates are 
a discrimirat un against Augusta 
to the amount of 15 cents per hundred, it 
would be found quite as satisfactory to 
Augusta to raise the Atlanta rate to $1 40 
as to reduce the rates to Augusta to 85 cents, 
leaving Atlanta at $1.25. Thereal point at 
issue is a 40 cent diiference in the rates. If 
both rates were reduced fifteen cents, the 
discrimination would exist all the same, 
and the ground of complaint would not be 
removed, But an increase in the difference 
would permit Augusta to trade as much 
nearerto Atlanta as the local rate as the 
Georgia railroad was increased 15 cents per 
hundred pounds, It is clear also that At 

lanta would be equally displeased, whether 
the redaction was made on Augusta, or its 
own rates were increased because, in either 
event it would be shown of an equa! 
amount of territory. 

The decision therefore must be based upon 
the right of Augusta to deprive Atlanta of 
the trade of a certain extent of territory 
whichshe had heretofore enjoyed. [a the 
meantime the customer the 
locai. station is not at all inter- 
ested in the contest, which is timp'y 
who shallfurnish him certain goods at a 
fixed price.

Now here is 4 manifest discrimination in 
favor of Atlanta. And yet the trade of the 
Atlanta merchant is restricted to 30 miles 
while the trade of the Augusta merchant 
is extended to 140 miles. 

But suppose the Savannah merchant 
makes the shipment direct to a pvint tea 
miles from Atlanta. Manifestly he must 
ship by the longer route to get the lowest 
rate, 

Of course he has no special cause of 
complaint neither has the Augusta mer 
chant. Theonly probable complaint in 
this case is the Atlanta eapanaed that 
his territory on the Georgia railroad is 
restricted to 30 mileg while the Augusta 
merchant enjoys the trade of 130 miles. 
And that is the polar star upon 
which his eyes will be fixed, and it will be 
exceedingly difficult to get-him to under- 
stand anything else. (Of course, I use the 
Atlanta mergbant simply as an illustra- 
tion, and dé not intend to convey the im- 
pression that they are different in this re 
spect from the merchants of other cities ) 
He mav submit to force, but his reason 
never can be convinced that there is not 
an unjust discrimination potil you remove 
his business to Augusta, when it will in 
stantly become as plain asa pikestaff that 
itis pre-eminently correct and just. Of 
course, in all these cases where discrimi- 
nation is compiained of, self-interest lies 
at the bottom of the complaint. Equally, 
of course, it follows that whatever de- 
cision may be made, cannot be satisfactory 
. to both parties. In these respects the de 
cision of the commission are like the de- 
cisions of a court at law. The main point 
to be considered is: are the parties in the 
same condition? If they are, there 
should be no discrimination between 
them. If they are not, then the meas- 
ure of the discrimination to be allowed 
“must be the circumstances either created by 
the community to be favored or for them. 
ifthe locality has superior railroad facilities 
then it is entitled to superior advantages. 

If, in addition to this, it had also water 
transportation then that advantage must be 
puc in the scale also. To force on a railroad 
to charge a higher rate than another between 
the same points, or to force a railroad to 
charge more than a steamboat would charge 
for transporting between the same points 
allowing for difference in time and in- 
surance is todefeat and destroy competition, 
and thereby deprive such a locality of a 
portion of the advantages it is entitied to 
it is claimed that in some way railroad 
corporations receive very great favors from 
the state by the mere act of incorporation. 
If that is true they should certainly recip- 
rocate. - Bat is it not neutralizing all the 
favors they receive when they are prevented 
from earning fair dividends to their stock- 
holders? And is it not fair to presume—in 
the absence of positive evidence to the 
contrary—that such men will be selected to 
manage the affairs of the corporation as 
will understand its interests—will be able 
to understand what is and what is not ua- 
jast discrimination? Is it not fair to allow 
the officers of corporations the presumption 
yielded to the most degrade i criminal, that 
they are innocent until at least some. show 
of proof is adduced that they are guilty? 
Unjast discriminations either by corpora- 
tions or individuals have never prospered, 
= there is no reason té suppose they ever 
will. 

lt will make no difference whether these 
unjust discriminations are made by corpo 
ralions chartered by authority of the state 
or by a commission appointed by the 
aucihority of the state. hether they are 
the sequence o: careful design or the off- 
spring of inadvertence the actions of unjust 
discrimination will demand and effect a 
change. With a restless, ambitious and 
progressive people like Georgians there is 
much more dap

ments. It has been my purpose to 

ivest myself of whatever bias might be 
supposed to resuitfrom a long business 
connection with railway corporations. How 
far I have succeeded in this, whoever reads 
will judge for himself. 1am aware that I 
bave advanced theories that are not in ac- 
cordance with public opinion. ¢I do not 
believe that I have advanced any that are 
not practicable, which is by no means 
always in accordance with public opinion. 
As expressed through its usua! channels of 
communication, I believe that what the 
publie do, either as individuals, firms, or 
communities is a much safer guide to 
what the public needs than arethe com. 
plaints arising from the unfortunate few 
or the successful but still unsatisfied many. 

Every system must be judged by its gea- 
eral results and not by occasiona! and in- 
frequent failures. A dilapidated hovel in 
the midst of a flourishing city is more sug- 
gestive of the incapacity of its owner than 
of any defect in the commercial system. 
A city that complains of unjust discrimi- 
nations by railways and at the same time 
boasts that in material prosperity and com- 
mercial progress it outstrips everything 
in the world’s history. A state that is at 
once the Jeader in development and enter- 
prise in the acquisition of general wealth 
and the growth.of commercial importance, 
and atthe same time a victim of most 
grieyous apprehension on the part of its 
own railway corporations, must command 
our most profound admiration, but 
are not calculated to excite the livel- 
est emctions of sympathy. Surely under 
such circumstances the emergency cannot 
be so great as to require action before it can 
be definitely ascertained whether thesounds 
that fill the air are only piteous supplica-. 
tions for relief from a grinding oppression, 
or whether the ravings of insatiable avarice, 
the snarlings of bitter envy, and the impe 
rious demands of boundless ambition are 
not after all the chief factors in the diacor- 
dant and inharmonious performance.

Temperance Mass-Neeting. 

The mass meeting in the interest of the 
temperance movement was, despite the 
weather, largely atiended at the Second 
Baptish church last Thursday night. The 
audience was addressed by Rev. R. J. Cooke, 
of this city, and RevesG A. Nunnally, of 
the city of Rome. Both addresses were 
bold and fearless and were well received. 
Mr. Cooke took the position that God was 
in this movement—ihat the women were in 
it dnd that it was gaining momentum and 
widening in volume every day, and he hoped 
soon to see the evil driven from the land. 
Mr. phere took the position that the sale 
and drink of liquor was an evil—so regarded 
by the word of God from which he quoted 
largely—an evil and so considered by the 
constitution of Georgia—by the statistics of 
Georgia; it is felt to be an evil by society 
He next asked, how we shall remedy this 
evil? By appeal to moyal suasion? We 
should not ignore the power of moral infiu- 
ene», but we did pot rely alone upon this 
to correct other evils, such as theft, arzon, 
adultery and murder. Legislation must 
take the matterin hand. He answered the 
objections of class legislation and loss of 
revenue most conclusively. He said for a 
general law oniy such a law should be 
ssed es wou'd apd could be enforeed. The 

w ought pot to be beyond the reach and 
stpport of a pubic rentiment. Pablic opin 
ion must be moved up and the agences to be 
relied upon were the press, the pulpit, the 
pew, the pedugogue, the physician, the 
parior, the politician and the police Let 
us aim at restrictirg the evil« of the traffic, 
and wherever and whenever public senti- 
ment weuld sustain complete prohibition, 
there and then let absolute prohibitien be 
and enforced. He concluded by
